Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1-14 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a fuel cell unit comprising a 
humidifier that supplies humidified reactant gases to the fuel cell wherein the water carrying 
conduits that supply water to the humidifier includes a heating component arranged to heat at 
least a portion of the water carrying conduits. Furthermore, the prior art of record fails to teach or 
suggest a fuel cell unit comprising a first conduit for supplying air to a cathode, a humidifier and 
a second conduit for providing water to the humidifier wherein the second conduit possesses a 
conduit section having a heating component for heating the water. 

The invention is deemed to be an unobvious modification to the inventions patented in 
publications: US '052 to Katoh et al., who teach a solid polymer electrolyte fuel cell system that 
has the capability of humidifying reactant gases by utilizing a water lubricated type compressor. 
Katoh et al. fail to teach or suggest, however, a fuel cell unit comprising a humidifier that 
supplies humidified reactant gases to the fuel cell wherein the water carrying conduits that 
supply water to the humidifier includes a heating component arranged to heat at least a portion of 
the water carrying conduits; US '976 to Murphy et al., who teach a gas humidifier for 
humidifying reactant gases that are supplied to an electrochemical device wherein the humidifier 
is wrapped with a heating element and covered with insulation. Murphy et al. fail to teach or 
suggest, however, a fuel cell unit comprising a humidifier that supplies humidified reactant gases 
to the fuel cell wherein the water carrying conduits that supply water to the humidifier includes a

heating component arranged to heat at least a portion of the water carrying conduits; US '915 to 
Ban et al., who teach a fuel cell system having water separation means wherein the separated 
water is used for humidification of the reactant gases. Ban et al. fail to teach or suggest, however, 
a fuel cell unit comprising a humidifier that supplies humidified reactant gases to the fuel cell 
wherein the water carrying conduits that supply water to the humidifier includes a heating 
component arranged to heat at least a portion of the water carrying conduits.
